Washington, June 1.—With its prob- 


able bearing upon the entire tariff pol- 
icy of the democratic party in the fu- 
ture, the caucus of house democrats 
to consider the Underwood bill revis- 
ing the wool schedule of the Payne- 
Aldrlch law held the undivided atten- 
tion of political Washington today. 


The fight between the advocates of 


free raw wool and those who favored 
a duty "for revenue only" was interest- 
Ing enough in itself, but the advent of 
William Jennings Bryan Into the fray 
a few days a^o served to stir matters 
up to a still higher pitch of Intensity. 


The Underwood bill imposes a large- 


ly reduced duty on raw wool. 
The 


fullest opportunity was given for dis- 
cussion in the caucus today, however, 
and the advocates ot free wool were 
promised a straigbt-away vote, on that 
proposition. 


Bryan's Purpose Speculated Upon. 
Chairman- Underwood, of the ways 


and mear.s committee, was confident 


' today that Mr. Bryan's entrance into 


the fight would not materially change 
the vote and he looked'forward to a 
ratification of the revenue measure by 
a two-thirds vote of all house demo- 
crats.

Gary, chairman of the board of direc- 
tors of the United States steel cor- 
poration today flatly denied any knowl- 
edge of 'the proposed formation of a 
combination to control the steel trade 
ot the'world. Mr. Gary appeared be- 
fore the house committee investigating 
the "steel trust" and declared that he 
had come to Washington to tell frank- 
ly all that he knew of the big corpora- 
tion. 


The disclaimer was called out by a 


statement by Chairman Stanley that 
Mr. Gary was accredited with being the 
directing genius o£ such a "trust." 


The examination brought out the 


fact that the department of commerce 
and labor and its bureau of corpora- 
tions are not co-operating with the 
Stanley committee. 


Mr. Gary Did Not Know. 


Mr..Stanley asked the witness it he 


know whether or not a report of the 
bureau of corporations on its investiga • 
tion of the steel trust had ever been 
submitted to President Tatt or former 
President Roosevelt. 
Mr. Gary said 


he did not. 


When Chairman Stanley called the 


committee to order, there were also

mons, Norman B. Ream, Percival Rob- 
erts, James Daley and W. B. Dickson, 
of the directorate of the steel corpora- 
tion. Whether all will be examined .to- 
day, Chairman Stanley would not say.

The bill makes reductions of from one- 
half to two-thirds in all wool duties.

orem, equivalent' to from 3 to 6 cents 
a pound.

said he fired the fatal shot were the 
police able to decide which of the four 
boys was responsible for the death of 
John Miale, aged 11 years. The Mialc 
boy's body, stuffed into a bag, was 
found last night in the cellar of a ten- 
ement in the Italian quarter. Four of 
his playmates, from 10 to 14 years old, 
'were arrested and while they admitted 
that he had been killed by one of the 
four, each claimed his own Innocence. 


Weeps as He Tells Story. 


Piombino wept as he told his story, 


and dropping on his knees, called upon 
the spirit of his dud friend to forgive 


him. 
He said that he had shot Johnny 


accidentally while they were struggling 
over money. After that the boys con- 
fessed that they took the dead boy's 
money, some $15, and spent it for 
candy and moving picture shows. 


The body was found in a coal bin in 


the cellar of a tenement house on 
Cherry street, where It had lain for 
twenty-four hours. TV body had a 
bullet hole in the breast. 


The dead boy was identified as John 


Miale, who lived near the tenement. 
Youngsters in the neighborhood told 
detectives that the lad was slain by a 
companion, who took from him ?15and 
bought a new suit of clothes. 
Piom- 


bino. who at first claimed to have seen 
the shooting, accused Andrew Leone. 


"He shot John in my home when 


mother was away," the lad told the 


Scheib was released from the Tombs 


on a writ of habeas corpus on prom- 
ise of counsel that he would be pro- 
duced at the corner's inquest, but was 
immediately arrested on an independ- 
ent .action brought by his. employer, 
who charged Scheib with taking his 
autorrtbbile out without his permis- 
sion.

for Indianapolis Concern. 


Indianapolis, June 1.—On petition of 


creditors Judge Anderson in federal1 
court today appointed. Frank D. Stal- 
naker, president of the Capital Ka- 
tionai bank-of-this city, receiver for 
the Brown-Ketcham Iron works of this 
city. The assets of the company are 
said to be about 51,000,000 and the lia- 
Jilities in the neighborhood of 5500,000. 


The affairs of the Iron works have 


been in the hands of a creditors' com- 
mittee for some time and the filing of 
the bankruptcy ond receivership suit 
in federal court was due to the filing 
of a similar suit in the Marion county 
courts a few days ago. 


Judge Anderson ordered that the iron 


works be kept in operation.

After working two hours 


on the motor to perfect its movement, 
the Frenchman ascended and following 
the Mediterranean coast headed for 
this place. 


Vitlart resumed his flight from Nics 


today at 4:51 o'clock a. m. and reach- 
ed Genoa three hours and thirty-five 
minutes later.
